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‘A public hearing is to be heard in 
‘August, by the Wilmington Plan- 
ning Board, on a revision of the 
plans for the Jackson Brothers 
current, project in North 
Wilmingtdn; northerly of Dorothy 
Avenue. 

‘The original plan, which was ap- 
proved by the Planning Board, 
galled for an extension of Arlene. 
Avenue, northerly and around to 
the west, to end a short distance 
north of ‘Dorothy Avenue, on the 
westerly side of the project. From 
there a connecting road would be 
built around, to meet Dorothy 
‘Avenue at Barbara Avenue. 

Between the two sides of Arlene 
Avenue were to be two streets, 
Ella Ave. and Franklin Ave. ‘The 
entire ‘plan, involving about, 60 
homes, could be compared to the 
shape of an old fashioned bee-hive, 
with Arlene Avenue giving the plan 
its shape 

Last spring the Jackson 
Brothers reported a difficulty. 
Where the connecting road was to 
be built, it turned out, was not a 
shallow ‘swamp, but a'deep hole. 
There was no bottom, at twenty 
feet, + 
‘Tuesday night the problem was 
again discussed with the Planning 
Board, with well over a dozen 
residents of Dorothy Avenve in 
attendance. The Jackson Brothers 
had been trying to buy a couple of 
homes on Dorothy Avenue to make 
a new road, ‘The residents of 
Dorothy Avenue were there to 
protest. They did not want traffic 
on their street. 

Ken Miller, engineer, told the 
Planning Board that the original 
cost of going around to the west of 
Dorothy Avenue was estimated at 
$70,000. Now, to fill the hole, ete, 
the cost would be nearly $300 thou- 
sand. If, instead, a road were to be 
cut through to Dorothy Ave. the 
cost would be (net) $110 thousand. 
‘The plan was for a fifty foot Right 
of Way between two of the homes 
on Dorothy Avenue, with the ap- 
proval of the Wilmington Board of 
Appeals.

Parents should realize the seriousness of the situa- 
tion, When these vehicles endanger others, the 
parents are involved. 

While there are many places in which these 
violations are being a matter of daily occurence, the 
Glen Road School playground, in Wilmington is one of 
the worst sites. Many violations are taking place 
there. It is quite possible more parents may be fined, 
in court, 

‘The nuimber one point to remember is that all mini- 
bikes, except those kept entirely on the property.of the 
owner, must be registered, either as a motor vehicle 
(impossible for a mini-bike) or as a recreation vehicle. 

Point number two is that children under 14, 
operating a recreation vehicle must be accompanied 
by an adult. 

It is expected that there will be 75,000 mini-bike in- 
juries this year, in the United States, many of which 
will be fatal. 


AT THE GLEN RD PLAYGROUND 
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It was 10 or 12 years ago that the writer received a 
letter from a lady in Vermont, asking if he knew. 
anything about J.F. Gilman, Mr. Gilman, she said, 
was an artist who worked in-chareoal, and who lived 
and traveled in New England in the middle and late 
1870's. 

Regretfully, the letter was never answered. The 
writer knew nothing of Mr. Gilman. Regretfully, too, 
the letter has disappeared. writer katwepot the 
name of the lady who mailed it, = 

For, it later turned outy there was a man in 
Wilmington in 1871 who was an artist, using chartoal, 
and whose name was J.F. in. “It is-possipile that 
his family lived in Wilmington. 

Some time after that letter was received there were, 
in Wilmington, a series of incendiary fires, totalling 
over two, dozen in several years. One of the fires in- 
volved a barn on Andover Street, belonging to the 
Jensen family. It was a substantial structure, well 
constructed and well kept. The fire was started at 
about 11 pm on Sept. 5, 1967, and the barn was a total 
loss, 

After the fire it was learned that Mr. Jensen had a 
couple of charcoal drawings of his farm, dating back to 
1871, which had belonged to the Durkee family in 
Wilmington. The drawings were large ones, with two 
views of the farm, from Andover Street, one looking 
northerly and one looking southerly. The name of the 
artist was J.F. Gilman. 

In the drawing looking northward one could see a 
train, on the tracks of the Salem and Lowell Railroad 
an engine with two passenger cars. Those tracks have 
long since disappeared, but the right of way is still to 
be seen, and part of it has become Ainsworth Road - 
Wilmington's “‘non-kosher"’ street. 

‘The William E, Gowing farm, now the property of 
Arthur Jensen, was a substantial place. The barn was 
used as a butcher shop, where cattle were killed and 


butchered for sale in the Boston suburbs, and Lynn. 

Wilmington, 100 years ago, had a lively business in 
being the butcher shop of the Boston suburbs. Half a 
dozen farms along Woburn Street were in the business, 
and as many as 20 or 30 wagons would load up at those 
farms each morning, and be driven to the Boston sub- 
urbs to retail beef and other meats. 

Mr. Gowing, in addition, had a business in 
Lawrence. His partner was a man named Armour. 
Armour wanted the firm to move out to Chicago, 
where, the future of the business of butchering was to 
be. The firm broke up, because Gowing wanted to stay 
in Wilmington. 

Armour went out west, and the firm he founded in 
Chicago is today one of the world’s largest - Armour & 
Co. 


William Gowing, after he finally retired, lived in the 
old Ford - Blanchard farm, on Salem Street, later the 
property of Caleb Harriman, and today the property of 
John Brooks. 

There was, in 1876, in Wilmington, a man living at 
the corner of Clark Street, on Main Street, named J.R. 
Gilman. The home is today the property of Elmer 
Branscomb. 

The Town Crier does not know much about Mr. 
Gilman, other than that perhaps he had also lived in 
Woburn, before coming to Wilmington. There is 
nothing in the town records about the family, other 
than a widow by the name of Ruth (Russell) Gilman 
died in Wilmington in 1878 and she was 8 years old. 

There are two or three facts, on which to start. 
‘There was a Gilman family, and J.F. Gilman, the ar- 
tist, was in Wilmington. 

Was J.F. Gilman a young man, just about to make 
his start in life, or was he older? 

Who drew the picture in 1851, of the steam 
locomotive test on the Boston & Lowell Railroad in 
Wilmington, the picture which was published in 


Gleason's Pictorial in 1851, and then much later in the 
Town Crier? There seems to have been no signature to 
that picture, but was it drawn by J.F. Gilman, or 
possibly someone else in his family? 

Was the J.R. Gilman who lived’ on Main Street the 
same person as J.F. Gilman? Did someone transpose 
the middle letter in his name, by accident, making an, 
F into an R? a 

Or maybe J.R. Gilman was"the tater ‘of, ‘or a 
brother or other relative to J,F. Gilman’: ''
